THE INSURANCE. ACT. 

The—Insurance Act -is -now struggling 
round its first corner. The first quarter 
of its year has just closed and the Com- 
missioners now have to deal with 
32,000,000 cards, which will be checked so 
as to ensure tho approved societies con- 
corned getting just the money due to them 
and no more. A separate department has 
beon created for this work, with two hun- 
dred clerks. . Tho commissioners have also 
the difficult. task of discovering what is 
to be done with those cards that are im- 
properly or insufficiently stamped. There 
aro plenty of cases that show partly 
stamped cards, the explanation being that, 
the holders have been-out of work when 
the stamps were no¢ fixed.

THE FULL STATEMENT BY BU. CHRIST. 

An. extraordinary general meeting of the 
| members of the Anglo-Russian Bank (Ltd.)

_ But.1 feel thitt you will not expect mo 
to take up too much of your time replying, 
to attacks which in many cases were not put 
forward seriously, fut sprang out of the 
excitement of the moment. What Io am 
rathor concerned to do to-day, with your 
indulgetes, is to tell you something of these 
steps that we are taking in order to justify 
our intervention in Chinese finance. The 
view put forward in Paris is that it is all 
very well for Mr, Crisp and his friends to 
have.tabled £5,000,000 for China, but China 
must have at least £20,000,000, and must- 
have it within a year. Our contract pro- 
yides for our piving China within o. year 
£10,000,000, and, to he very candid with you, 
we did. not issue more than half the loan 
at this.time because we believed that for the 
other bnlf wo should obtain 2 much higher 
price, (Laughter.) If the Balkan League 
and the Turks settle down to regular and 

fighting I faney our. markets will 

recover, It is too mich to expect that peace 
can come thout for some time to come, But 
we all get used to wars whon they are not 
waged hy ‘ourselves, and from the overtures 
that have reached me from .the Continent 
it would appenr that, so soon as tho quota- 
tion on our market i in the neighbourhood 
of 96-97, we shall dispose of ‘the’ other half 
of the £16,000,000 loaiv. Should the 
Chinese Government wish it, we shall be 
prepared to give them earlier than we liad 
anticipated the balance of this £10,000,000

China in taking the money would be this:
